THE KING AND HIS PASTIMES. 

The day preceding I had witnessed from 
afar one of the King of Wurtemburg’s stag 
picnics on the violet fields of St. Jean. It was 
a strange sight, and seeking a historical 
parallel one was earried back to 
the days of the French Henri III., 
when he disported himself in the forest 
about Mendon with his gaily comparisoned 
Malemignons to the neglect and detriment of 
the Maintenons and Pompadours of his day. 

The King is as weak a looking imbecile as I 
have ever seen In any insane asylum. He seems 
completely under the control of this strange 
American. The trio are always leaning upon 
hisarm or holding the hand ot one or the 
other. The Americans do not seem to live 
happily together, and their general bearing is 
anything but a friendly one towards each 
other. Baron Savage Woodcock is just at 
present decidedly the first favorite, 
and Jackson and Hendry look 
upon him with in concealed jealousy. 
Jackson looks like a parson and dimly recalls 
im appearance Manager Hul. He is well on 
the shady side of 40 and seems neither a re- 
markably good or a very badman. He is of 
the very common stamp of man often found 
behind the counter of large dry goods houses. 
The King calls him Mein lusser Kanabe.’’ 

THE BRAINS OF THE COMBINATION. 

Woodcock is the forcible man of the three, 
who, with such brazen effrontery, have 
calmly made their living, and high living it Is, 
acharge to the not over-full Wurtemburg 
treasury. Considerably aboye the medium 
height, Woodcock wears a full black beard, 
and has caught something of the soldier's 
bearing from the gray-headed Generals 
over whom he has lorded it these last 
five years. His eyes are piercing black, in 
deeply sunken sockets. 

In Stuttgart I found the people afraid to 
speak about the matter. Even the whispers 
of President Mittnacht had called a counsel 
of the Cabinet, and it was decided 
to proseeute not only the paper 
which had first pubiished the story, 
but the newsdealers who had sold 
it. The Schwabians are a notoriously cau- 
tious people and instantly took their cue. It 
was impossible to get any expression of opin- 
jon out of Stuttgart statesmen. ‘‘We are 
doing a great deal of thinking about the mat- 
ter, but only a fool would open his mouth on 
the sublect,’’ said the boidest one I met. 
I then tried the cafes, where men were 
gathefed together at beer tables conversing 
excitedly in low tones, butasIdrew near I 
found that the weather had become the topic 
of this apparently interesting, exciting con- 
versation. 

A NATIVE TELLS THE STORY. 

Iwas finally rewarded by meeting a man 
who knew the whole story. A member of the 
Landtag, who bad been in America, had no 
hesitation in talking. I will tell you all 1 
know, said he. 1 am ashamed that we 
should all seemso craven, but an American 
cannot understand how we in Wurtemburg 
are still under the Konichiichen pantoffel. 
Isay to you, and shall say again before the 
Landtag, though perhaps in more guarded 
language, when it is convened in the next 
three weeks, and upon it we shall base a de. 
mand for the constitution of a regency, pend- 
ing an inquiry into the state of the King’s 
health and the immediate expulsion of your 
unworthy countrymen. 


HOW THE INFLUENCE WAS GAINED. 

**Now to the history of this sad affair. One of 
these Americans, some ten years ago, was ap- 
pointed extra clerk inthe United States Con- 
sulate owing to his command of the German 
language. 
the same building within the Kamzdel of the 
Queen. One day she met him on the stair- 
way. How the American knew how to 
avail himself of this opportunity nobody 
knows, but the fact is that three days later he 
was appointed book-keeper in the Kamzdeli, 
and was seen very often with the Queen.

Since then, morally 
and mentally, King Karl has been a changed 
man and completely in the hands of the Amer- 
loan whose will was law. None of the nobility 
have since this change been near the court, 
because in the first place, as an alien they 
thought he should not ride rough shod over 
native Wurtemburgers, and because it was 
well known how disgraceful was the source of 
his power. 

WO ODOCOOK’S ENTREE. 

“Probably feeling lonely one day,some three 
years ago, Jackson bad an idea to introduce 
yeung Woodcock at court.

THE ADVENTURER’S PALACE.

„Here live the American cockroaches,’’ as 
people call them, he said pointing to the 
dwelling. It is indeed a handsome dwelling, 
facing about 100 feet on Main street, 
and running back to Schioss Garten. 
With the Schloss itis connected with a cov 
ered way, by which the King can come to 
them unobserved. ‘‘This building,’’ said the 
Deputy, cost 3,000,000 marks. I mean merely 
the edifice. The decorations and furniture 
surpass in extravagance the home of 
the princes in our fairy tales. 
The extrayagances of the Americans and 
King’s oriental mode of life in Italy and in the 
south of France has completely exhausted the 
King’s funds. When the Landtag meets the 
King will have to ask for money. This 
will be refused, and the matter will 
then come on the tapis. Rest as- 
sured the Americans will have to go. 
Of course this talk about spiritualism and 
magnetism is all nonsense. The influence 
which these men possess is that which bold, 
unscrupulous adventurers have often pos- 
sessed over weak-minded monarchs, whose 
vicious nature I cannot bring myself to 
describe, because it is not the 
King’s true mature, but the result of 
an age of dissipation and bad 
surroundings. Counting upon the money 
which the Landtag will probably refuse him 
the King bas had drawn up plans for a villa 
for the Americans on the Bodensee, also con- 
nected with his castle and summer residence 
by a covered way.’’ 


A COURAGEOUS EDITOR. 

When your vorrespondent returned to 
Munich he bad an interview with Herr Frankel, 
editor of the Neuiste Nachricten, which paper 
first revealed the Americans’ true colors. 
Frankel is decidedly worried. The last few 
days have been troublous ones and hounded 
by the official and reptile press he looks for- 
ward to State prosecution as his deliver- 
ance.

The Liberal Policy Oatlined—A Radical Pro- 
gramme—Charchill’s Silence—The Clubs.

ONDON, November

The eternal Irish land question is again 
rushing to the front and the Tories begin to 
see that some other move isrequired. Their 
attitude in insisting on the payment of the 
arrears of rent is declared to be unjust, 
and is now felt by their own followers 
to be untenable. Most of them are 
unwilling, and indeed resolved not to 
interfere with the arrears question agath. 
But, on the other hand, the landlords erewis- 
contented and pushing them forward and 
they are feeling their way for new demands 
for money to buy out the landlords. 

Gladstone will denounce this scheme and it 
will be opposed by both Irish and Liberals. 

WHAT CHURCHILL’S SILENCE MBANS. 

The silence of Lord Randolph Churchill is 
the leading topic of conversation at the Con- 
servative Club. Lord Randolph, these Tories 
say, ig gathering strength by waiting for a 
time when he will greatly enliven the routine 
of the administration. The effort of the last 
recess to press Mr. Balfour forward to the 
highest piace in the House of Commons was of 
course indirectly aimed at the natural pre- 
tensions of Lord Randolph, who has never re- 
covered from his overthrow in December; 1886. 
Nor has he quite forgotten that he was then 
allowed to quitthe Government without any 
protest on the part of his colleagues, whom 
at other times he had helped into office. A

The Hon, Michael Henry 
Herbert, the new British Onarge D’ Affairs, 
entered the diplomatic service in 1877, and 
was for some time an attache at the 
Legation in Paris. He rapidly attained 
clerical reputation , in the corps, 
his examination being unusually satisfactory, 
and in 188% came to this city as Third Secre- 
tary of Legation. In the following year he 
was promoted to be Second Secretary, which 
position he now holds. His present appoint- 
ment is but temporary, and is due to the 
absence abroad of First Secretary Edwards. 


The State Department has not been advised of 
the appointment of a Charge d' Affairs, but 
will doubtless recetye a cablegram to that 
effect on Monday. 

The rumor that Lord Dufferin would 
succeed Minister West is ridiculed in 
diplomatic circles. Lord Dufferin. is 
at present the British Ambassabor at Rome, 
— as the Unitid States ia only regarded as a 
third rate mission by England, and the salary 
about one-half that of the post at 
Rome, it would not de natural to 
suppose that Lord Dufferin would resign to 
accept Minister West’s position here. It has 
been intimated within the past few days that 
in the light of past experinces and the present 
diplomatic blunder, England will advance the 
United States mission to the second class. 

THE POLITICAL SIDE OF IT.

Stephen Gross, the injured man, is a fore- 
man inthe Union Elevator at East St. Louis. 
He is about 32 years old, and resides in the 
second story of No. 204 Ashley street. After 
the cutting he was assisted to his home by 
some friends, who called in Dr. Nolte of No. 
1245 North Highth street. After an examination 
he pronounced the wound dangerous, as the 
blade had penetrated the left lung.

It is vari- 
ously estimated by the most conservative 
men of the State that his plurality over Haw- 
kins will be from 15,000 to 80,000. 

These same figures may de placed tothe 
credit of the National Democratic ticket as no 
scratching will be done. 

In Mississippi the fight is confined to Con- 
gressional fights in the Second and ‘‘Shoe- 
string District, represented by Judge Morgan 
and Gene Catchings respectively.

BROOKLYN, N. T., November 3.—The close of

CHOCTAWS EXCITED. 


Smalliwoeed’s Veto of the 
franchising Criminals.

LITTLE Rook, Ark., November.38.—Advices 
from the Indian Territory say that considera- 
bie excitement has been created in the Choc- 
taw Nation by the action of Chief B. F. Small- 
wood in vetoing *the bill passed by both 
houses of the Choctaw Legisiature, disfran- 
chising persons convicted of criminal! offenses: 
Following is the measure: 

That it shall not be lawful for any person 
convicted of a eriminal offence in the Choctaw 
Nation, or the United States Court having 
over the Choctaw Nation, except 

or manslaughter, to hold office or allow bis 

oath or vote to be taken; or will be allowed to 
serve on a jury in the Choctaw Nation. 
Furthermore it shall be the duty of the clerk 
of each Circuit Court to furnish a correct list 
ofall persons so convicted of criminal of- 
fenses, at each term of their respective courts, 
to the clerks of the other Circuit Courts, to 
be recorded in a book kept for the purpose 
and for public Inspection. 

The Senate passed the bill over the chief’s 
veto by a vote of 8 to 8, but the House failed to 
muster a two-thirds majority against it. 
Chief Smallwood held that the Choctaw Con- 
atitution provided that every free male citi- 
gen, 18 years old and residing six months in 

o Nation, was entitled to vote, and that the 
siature bad no legal power to prevent 
exercise of privilege.

MET A HORRIBLE DEATH. 


ENGINEER BITTNER KILLED IN A COLLIS. 
ION ON THE MICHIGAN CENTRAL. 


He Was Imprisoned in His Cab and Scaided 
to Death— Brutal Italian Railroad Hands

ETROIT, Mich., 
Dire 3.— There 
was a collision on 


the Michigan Cen- 
tral Rallroad at Air 
Line Junction, near 
Toledo, O., at & 
o’clock this morn- 
ing. A yard locomo- 
tive ran into the 
passenger train. 
Both engines and the 
front end of the bag- 
gage car were 
wrecked and the fol- 
lowing persons in- 
jured: George Ritter, engineer of the yard 
engine, head cut with glass and trightfully 
scalded; Charles Madison, brakeman, leg 
broken and fatally injured, died this after- 
noon; James Strothers, severe bruises: Rob- 


otherwise bruised. 

John F. Riday, General Manager of the 
Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter of New York, was 
a passenger on the train and later came to 
Detroit. He says that immediately after the 
accident, when the engineer of the yard loco- 
motive, George Ritter, was in the cab, with 
his leg penned between the fire-box and the 
seat, the steam parbolling him, a train 
load of Italians came along, but brutally re- 
fused to help liberate the imprisoned man, 
because it was not yet 7 o’clock, the hour of 
their going to work. The passengers got the 
engineer out, after half an hour’s hard work. 
Mr. Riday added: 

„„The accident happened through the crew 
on the yard engine forgetting that the Michi- 
gan Oentral express was due there at that 
time. They were trying to make a switch 
lower down. It was a clear cuse of criminal 
carelessness and no mistake. There was no 
excuse for the thing. It might have been 
worse than it was.’’ 


The Hoisting Rope Breke.

BALTIMORE, Md., November 8.—Four men 
employed in the factory of the Henderson 
Soles Manufacturing Co. on East Pratt street 
were ascending inasmall freight elevator to

The opinion states 
that the evidence on the question 
of d scrimination in interstate rates against 
Iowa sbippers develops a system of rates so 
unjust as to be a serious biow at the business 
prosperity of those thus engaged within the 
State.

CHICAGO HAS A ZULU. 


Cetewayo’s Henchman Compromises His 
Liberty for 15 Cents. 


B Telegraph to the Posr-Disraren. 

CHICAGO, III., November 3.—Almost every 
nationality has been represented in the 
Armory Police Court within the last ten years, 
but Justice R. H. White was treated to some- 
thing out of the usual line this morn- 
ing in the shape of a Zulu, and a 
Zulu witha history at that. He isa little, 
bright-eyed man with askin as wrinkled and 
tough-looking as that of an elephant. His 
head is one mass of giazed scars, with here 
and there a tuft o/ woolly hair. For some time 
he has been living from hand to mouth 
around saloons in New Tork, and latterly 
here. In Zululand his father was a man of 
extraordinary bravery, and was possessed of 
more knowledge of the world and the English 


language than most of his countrymen. 
He adopted the English name of 
Stimmonson. The son, who appeared 

court this morning, changed 


in 

it to Oharies Stephens. He says he was at the 
battle where Prince Napoleon fell. He, al- 
though badly wounded himself, acted as one 
of Oetewayo’s body guards and aided that 


monarch to escape. At the battle of 
Matabaca he lay on the scurching, dry 
and sandy ground for three days 
with a piece of his skull 


and scalp sliced off by a small canon ball as 
neatly asasurgeon could do it. After that 
the Knglish took him toa fortress at Algoa 
Bay on the East coast of Africa, where he, 
in company with hundreds of prisoners 
of war, was closely watched. According to 
his story he stole his way aboard an American 
vessel which touched the port for provisions.

Incidents in the Life of the Famous French 
Beauty. 


Special Correspondence ot the Fosr-Dtsraren. 
PARIS, October 27.— Count and Countess de 
Pourtales have just returned to Paris after a 
long journey through North America. ’’ 
Reading these few lines in Figaro this morn- 
ing, I thought Is tt possible that the Countess 
de Pourtales, the type of elegance and beauty, 
the glory of the Imperial Court, the dear 
friend of the sorrowing Empress, the leader 


of French society—is it * that this 
woman, who possesses all the accomplish 
‘ments, all the graces, has traveled through 

America, has visited the United States, and 
not been made the subject of at least one 
column in some important American news- 

aper? The Countess cannot leave Robertson,

It was the Princess de Metternich, the 
famous Austrian ambassadress, who made of 
the Countess a reigning beauty, and these 
two women, diametrically opposed in 2 
ance and character, then formed a friendship 
that has outlived the Empire—outlived their 
youth. Mme. de Pourtales possessed beauty, 
name aud money—a:i that was necessary to 
conquer a hish position in the Parisian world; 
but the young amba ress with one wor 
placed the countess on a pedestal she would 
have reached only by thé exercise of much 
patience. . 

Countess de Pourtales belongs to an old 
Lorraine family. She was born Melaine de 
Bussieres, and when very young married 
Count Edmond de Pourtales, a Swiss, whose 
ancestors had received their title from 
Frederick the Great. Mme. de Pourtales’ 
devotion to the Tullleries is an unex- 
plained mystery, but a woman of intelligence 
and tact can easily steer her bark so as to 
avoid all dangers on a political sea. She is a 
friend of Royalists, to whom by birth she be- 
longs, and of luperialists, who claim her as 
theirown. At the Imperial fetes Napoleon III. 
spoke of her with pride to foreign sovereigns 
as the most beautiful among; many beauti- 
ful women. In the salons, that are the last 
foothold of French aristocracy, Mme. de 
Pourtales is one of the grandesdames. In her 
own home the Countess is a devoted wife and 
mother, financier and politician. It has been 
wittily remarked that ‘‘Countess de Pourtales 
can wash her grandchbiid’s face or hem a towel 
just as easily as she can dictate terms for the 
ace of a kingdom, or piace an empire at her 
et.’

The City of Vicksburg Caught in a Storm Off 
Memphis. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DImspaTon. 

MEMur nis, Tenn., November 3.—The Henry 
Lourey and barges, from New Orleans, passed 
toward St. Louis last night. She dropped off 
a barge here to be loaded with oll cake.

Though the wind lasted only a few minutes it 
was very heavy and caused considerable fear 
on board. The only damage done wasthe 
twisting of her anchor between the chimneys, 
and breaking loose of several guys, holding 
the chimneys, and she came near tipping over 
fromthe force of the wind. The river has 
te 16 inches during the past twenty-four 
ours.

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AN OLD MEDAL PICKED UP IN PARIS BE 
CALLS A STRANGE STORY. 


Did the Son of Louis XVI. and Marie An- 
tonette Die In the Temple?—A Post- 
Dispatch” Contributor’s Recent Investi- 
gation of the Subject—New Facts Bearing 


Upon a Historical Question, 
[Written for the SUNDAY Posr-Disraron.] 
HE streets, or quale, 
as they are called, which 
face the Seine on the bank 
of the river opposite 
what is left of the Tuile- 
ries, are not the most 
fashionable quarter 
Paris by any means; bet 
to one whose tastes hap- 
pen to run ina direction 
which leads to more 
pleasure, of a certain 
sort, than profit, it fur- 
nishes very interesting material. Beginning 
at Quai Voltaire and extending to Qual Conti 
and beyond, the locality named is a veritable 
„Old Curiosity shop,“ the like of whien is 
nowhere else in Europe, I think. Of ancient 
bric-a-brac of all kinds there is no end, and 
an expert in that article may obtain as large 
and desirable an assortment thereof as his 
purse can pay for or his houses hold. But be- 
sides bric-a-brac, and more in my line, are 
old books, old pictures, both paintings and en- 
gravings, old coins, medals, and innumerable 
numismatic relics of high and low degree 
which would gladden the heart of a con- 
noisseur in such things. Iam no connoisseur, 
and frankly confess my ignorance in every 
department of numismatic art, which, how- 
ever, does not prevent me from enjoying an 
examination of the metallic stocks in trade 
exposed for inspection and sale on the stone 
parapets of the quais.

The workmanship is fairly good, nothing 
more; but were it the finest specimen of the 
graver’s skill extant, the strange story of 
which it forms a part would still give it by far 
the greater value in my estimation. The 
latest version of that story—told an hundred 
times—may be found inarather remarkable 
book, entitled ‘‘The Black Cabinet,’’ recently 
transiated from the French of M. le Comte 
d' Herisson, who devotes six chapters to the 
fruitful and fascinating theme of 

LOUIS XVII. 

In looking through M. d' Herisson’s book for 
the first time a davor two ago, I saw this 
reference to my investment on the Quai Conti: 

Then came the official medals of the first 
Restoration, 1814-15. The double meaning, 
although better hidden, exists none the less. 
On one side its a head of Louis XVII., and on 
the other a broken —— with the inscription: 
CECIDIT UT Fros, VI i John MDOCLXXXXV. 

(He fell like a fower, June 8, 1795.) 
Only the artist took greatcare to represent 
a flower which is not dead, but, on the con- 
trary, absolutely living and endeavoring to 
raise its head. 

M. d’Herisson (who by the way, throws very 
little, ifany, new light upon the deep mys- 
tery which envelops the final fate of the son of

lieve thatthe Dauphin died in the Temple 
and embodied bis disbelief in the broken but

royal patron by the alleged double meaning. 
Leaving this quite unimportant point without 
further notice, Ipass to anecessarily very 
brief and incomplete summary of the facts

from its first official announcement, and that 
the mystery and doubt developed into open 
popular skepticism at the time of the ac- 
cession of Louis XVIII., to the serious annoy: 
ance of that typical Bourbon good-for-notnh- 
ing. Since then there have been three or four 
perhaps more, persons in Europe and 
one in America who have claimed to 
be the lost Dauphin; and at least two of 
them—Nauend and Williams—have been 
able to produce more or less substantial proof 
of the soundness of their claims. Whether 
either of them, or any of the other ciaimants, 
was the lost Dauphin, is, of course, impossible 
now to determine; but taere are two or three 
points which may be mentioned, which, in my 
opinion at least, go far to prove that the son 
of Louis XVI. and Marie Antoinette did not die 
in the Temple. 

First—The radical and irreconcilable differ- 
ence between the report of Desault—the most 
eminent surgeon of his day in France—upo 


the report of the post mortem on the 9th of 
June, the day after the alleged death. Desault 
affirmed that the Dauphin had merely the 

erm of a scrofulous affection, while the con- 

uctors of the post mortem declared that the 
body they examined had all the marks of 
scrotula of long standing, and that it was the 
cause of death. Scrofula does not progress 860 
rapidly, and unless Desault was altogether 
mistaken in his diagnosis—not at all likely— 
the subject of the post mortem was not the 
child ault had seen and examined 
a month before. The mental condition 
of the child who died was quite as different 
from that which the Daupbin was known to be 
in afew weeks earlier; ali the difference there 
is between ordinary childish intelli- 
gence and semi-idiocy. Mental dis- 
ease is even slower cure than 
physical, and no such change could have 
occurred in the short time specified. 

Second—lIit is said (on how good authority I 
do not know) that there is still preserved in 
the archives of the Parisian police an 
bearing date June 8, 1795, to arrest on any bigh- 
road in France any travelers having with 
them a child of 8 years old or thereabouts, 
‘‘asthere had been an escape of royalists 
from the Temple. 

Third—Soon after the accession of Louis 
XVIII., and by his order, search was made for 
the bodies of Louis XVI., Marie Antoinette 
and Mme. Elizabeth, and though they had 
been buried in quick-lime for twenty-three 
years, with hundreds, if not thousands, of 
others, the remains were promptly found and 
identified, and removed to St. Denis with 
solemn pomp and ceremony. The who 
died inthe Temple was, as all ee, buried 
in the small cemetery attached to the church 
of Ste. Marguerite; no destructive agents were 
used, nor was the grave invaded by later in- 
terments or any effort made to conceal the 
locality. But that body could never be found, 
in spite of the peers diligent search or- 
dered by Louis XVIII. 

Fourth—The beautiful Chappélle Erptat ore in 
8 by Louis XVIII. and finished by 
Charles X.—was.consecrated by the decree of 
the former to the memory of Louis XVI., 
Marie Antoinette, and Mme. Elizabeth, er- 
clusively, nO mention whatever being made of 
the Dauphin, who was Louis XVII. after the 
death of his father. Why this strange omis- 
sion if he was dead when the deere issued?

George D. Reynolds:. ‘‘I honestly believe 
that the Republicans willelect the Oongress- 
men fromthe Eighth, Ninth and Tenth Dis- 
tricts, that we’ll carry the city by from 5,000 to 
10,000 — and that Francis’ 33 in 
the State, if he has any at all, will be as small 
if not smaller than Marmaduke’s.’’ 


Justice James Spaulding: Cleveland will 
stay in the White House for another four 
years, as the country cannot fail to recog- 
nize and appreciate his merits. The State 
will elect Francis for Governor.

HEALTH FOR NOVEMBER. 


DR. WILLIAM A. HAMMOND GIVES ADVICE 
ON HOUSE HEATING. 


The Deleterfous Influences of Some of the 
Common Systems of Heating—Vapors 
and Gases—The Open Fireplace the Most 
Healthy in Small Rooms—The E£vils of 
Furnaces.

HE substances which 

are used to produce 

heat must contain a 

large amount of carbon 

and hydrogen in order 

to be economical, these 

being the matters 

which by their combus- 

tion cause the greatest 

‘evolution of caloric. 

These substances are 

known as fuel and are of 

vegetable or animal ori- 

gin. Those of the first- 

named class are wood, 

peat or turf, lignite. 

bituminous and anthra- 

cite coal, petroleum, 

wood charcoal, peat- 

charcoal, coke (or the 

charcoal from coal), alcohol and vegetable 
oils, with some others of minor importance. 

The animal oils and fats are occasionally 
used for heating purposes (as, for instance, in 
the old days of river steamboat racing, when 
barrels of hams were, in the excitement of 
the moment, not infrequently used for keep- 
ing up a good head of steam), but their em- 
ployment in this direction is decreasing. 

In late years natural gas, also of vegetable 
origin, has been found in large deposits aud 
has been largely used for heating purposes; 
and illuminating gas, of artificial production 
but of similar characteristics, is likewise em- 
ployed to no small extent in the same direc- 
tion. 

Hydrogen is pre-eminently the heat giving 
substance, and if it were possible, with a due 
regard to economy, to burn this gas in a pure 
state forthe purpose of warming our dwell- 
ings it would accomplish the object ina way 
that would leave nothing to bedesired. One 
pound of hydrogen will raise 236 pounds of 
water from 32 degrees to 212 degrees Fahren- 
heit, while good coal will only heat 60 pounds, 
wood charcoal 75 pounds and dry wood only 36 
pounds through the same range of degrees. 
Moreover, hydrogen in burning gives rise to 
no other substance than water, and therefore 
it stands at the head from a sanitary point of 


view. 
HYDROGEN. 


But the compound bodies mentioned, while 
containing hydrogen in large quantity, have 
associated with them other substances, which 
in the process of combustion give origin to 
vapors and gases which are highly deleterious 
in character. Thus the various kinds of coal 
contain sulphur, from which sulphurous acid 
and sulphuretted hydrogen are formed—both 
in the highest degree prejudicial to health. 
Nitrogen is present also, and it uniting with 
hydrogen gives origin to ammonia, which is 
extremely irritating to the respiratory pass- 
ages. A portion of the carbon unites with a 
portion of the nitrogen and hydrogen, and 
hydrocyanic acid is produced, not it large 
quantities, but yet in sufficient amount, if not 
removed, to cause very considerable disturb- 
ance to the healthy working of the organism. 
The rest of the carbon which is consumed 
unites with the oxygen of the air to form 
carbonic acid and carbonic oxide. The latter 
is a substance extremely poisonous in its 
action on the system when inhaled into the 
lungs; but from bituminous coal a consider- 
able amount escapes unconsumed in the form 
of smoke, which consists of small particles of 
pure carbon, In many places where large 
quantities of bituminous coalare burned the 
smoke is a source of much discomfort. Coke 
during combustion yields sulphurous acid, 
carbonic acid and carbonic oxide, and char- 
coal also gives rise to the two last-named 
substances while burning. The many suicides 
and accidental deaths which have been caused 
by burning charcoal have been due to the in- 
halation of the carbonic oxide evolved during 
the process. Wood when burned gives off a 
large quantity ofcarbon in the form of smoke, 
the vapor of water, empyreumatic oils, car- 
bonic acid and carbonic oxide. The irritat- 
ing qualities of wood smoke are due to these 
empyreumatic substances, among which 
creosote is the chief. 

Now, in order to obtain heat from fuel with- 
out at the same time subjecting ourselves to 
the action of the noxious substances men- 
tioned various contrivances have been de- 
vised, which with more or less completeness 
allow of the removal of the deleterious 
matters,or which are placed at adistance from 
the apartments to be warmed and heat them 
through the medium of water, steam or by 
currents of hot air. These are open fire- 
places, stoves, furnaces supplying hot air, 
steam apparatus and hot-water apparatus. 

THE OPEN FIREPLACE HEALTHY. 

The open fireplace is, on several accounts, 
to be preferred to any other means of heating 
anapartment. It insures, when well con- 
structed, the removal of those products of 
combustion which tend to vitiate the atmos- 
phere, and at the same time causes ae 
current of alr to pass from the room throug 
the chimney, by which alone tolerably er- 
fective ventilation is produced. 

But it has certain objectionable features 
which preclude its employment when a steady 
and uniform heat is required and when it is es- 
peciaily desirable to avoid irreguiar currents 
of air. It is therefore not a ted for use in 
large rooms, such as hospita 
many sick persons are’ present. 
the fuel used, the neg — necessity of re- 
plen ishing the fire, the lowering of tempera- 
ture which ensues if there is the least neglect 
in attending to this point and the great Joss of 
heat through the chimney afioid almost 
insuperable reasons against the open 
firepiace during the colder months of 
the vear. If coal is burned, although 
there is more heat, yet it is impossible to 
avoia the exhalation of a portion of the de- 
leterious gases and vapors throughout the 
chamber, and the dustin thé form of ashes 
which is profusely seattered adds seriously to 
the inconvenience and unhealthiness. In ad- 
dition, the warmth froma fireplace is not 

enerally diffused throughout the room. 0

Moreover, coal always 
contains mineral substances, such as sulphur, 
which being volatilized, are diffused more or 
less completely in the form of vapor through- 
outthe room. On this account coal stoves are 
exceedingly unfit for rooms in which invalids 
are confined, but as they are economical and 
require littie attention they are used in the 
temporary military hospitals of the country.

FUNRACES. 

Furnaces placed at adistance from the apart- 
ments to be heated, generally under them, are 
modifications of the ordinary stove, differing 
only in the fact that air is brought to the stove. 
heated by conduction and then allowed to 
ascend to the rooms through pipes or flues. 
If proper precautions are taken to insure a 
kult supply of fresh air from the outside to 
prevent the mixture of the gases from the fuel 
with the hot air and to provide sufficient 
moisture, this method of warming is not very 
objectionable. It, however, almost invariably 
happens that proper measures are not taken 
to Insure these ends, and consequently 
the alr of apartments heated 
subterranean furnaces is almost always 
A goa hp It is onl necessar to 
allow a piece of polished silvar to stand, fora 
few days in a room warmed in this man#ter to 
be convinced of the presence of the vapor of 
sulphur in the atmosphere, asthe silver very 
rapidly becomes tarnished by the formation 
of the sulphuret. I have also caused the 
warmed air to passthrough Liebig’s potash- 
bulbs, and have always found an excessive 
amount of carbonic acid to be present. And 
yet I have seen educated — or those 
who from their position in life ought to have 
known better, crowd themselves tothe num- 
ber of five or six into a room scarcely fifteen 
feet square in which there was no window, in 
which two  gas-burners were lighted 
and with the doors shutcrouch over a fiue 
from a red-hot furnace through which air hot 
eee to parch the skin was being discharged 
with horrible rapidity. Should it be a subject 
for surprise that such persons were annoyed 
with coldness of the extremities and were 
haggard and ghastly looking in the morning, 
and that they were afflicted with almost con- 
stant headache, dyspepsiaand other afflic- 
tions evincing disorder of the organism? As 
used in this country, hot-air furnaces I have 
no hesitation in saying are productive of more 
disease and discomfort than are caused by ali 
the other means of producing artificial heat 
combined. 

STEAM HEATING. 

Buildings are sometimes heated by steam, 
which by some is considered to possess ad- 
vantages over hot water used ina similar 
manner. A boileris fitted upingome con- 
venient place and the steam is either conveyed 
in pipes directly to the rooms to be heated or 
hot air is caused to come in contact with coils 
of pipes containing steam and then admitted 
to the apartments. 

The chief disadvantage of steam as a heating 
agent consists in the fact that it is difficult to 
regulate the temperature. The pipes must be 
kept at 212 degrees Fahrenheit or condensa- 
tion of the vapor at once takes place and 
water is formed. In passing from a state of 
vapor to that ofa liquid steam parts with its 
latent heat and becomes sensibie, and thus 
the temperature of the pipesisraised. The 
latent heat of steam being 1,000 degrees, a 
great source of heat is thus at command; but 
if the pipes are allowed to cool again below 212 
degrees a fresh portion of steam is condensed, 
and soon till the whole ot it has been con- 
verted into water and has parted with all its 
latent heat. It now occupies but 1-1694th 
part of the space as water which it 
did as steam, and consequently has 
a heating power equivalent to that of an equal 
bulk of water. Bulk for bulk, the heating 
power of steam compared to that of water is 
as 1 to 288—that is, a cubic foot of water will 
give out 288 times as much heat as a cubic foot 
of steam in passing from 212 degrees to 60 de- 

ees. Bringing into consideration other 

actors, such as the specific heat of the iron 
of which the pipes are made, the heat from 
the water contained in the boiler, and of the 
brickwork around the boiler, itis found that 
a 8 warmed with hot water will 
maintain its temperature after the fire is ex- 
tinguished about six or eight times as long 
as it would do if it were heated with steam. 

The air warmed by steam is not baked as is 
that which comes in contact with the heated 
surface of a stove, and hence is not deprived 
to an equal extent of its moisture. It is there- 
fore less irritating to the lungs, and being ab- 
solutely uncontaminated by the vapors and 
gases given off by the burning fuel, is alto- 
a preferable to any direct means of heat- 


There are many forms of steam-heating ap- 
paratus in use, some of which are preferable 
to others. The subjectin these relations will 
de best studied from the works specially de- 
voted to the consideration of the principles of 
artificial heating. 

HOT WATER. 

Hot water affords another excellent means 
for obtaining artificial warmth, and the prin- 
ciples upon which the process is conducted do 
not dlffer essentially from those which govern 
that last el. Pipes are arranged in 
connection witna boiler containing water. 
Heat being applied, those particles of water 
nearest to the source of the heat first become 
warmed and at the same time specifically 
lighter. If this water were allowed to escape 
tbere would be a constant necessity for re- 
plenishing the boiler; but after it has losta 
portion of its heat it is returned to the boiler 
and the process is repeated. The pipes may 
be arranged in colls, contained in boxes under 
the floor communicating with the external at- 
mosphere. A register in the wall or floor al- 
lows the hot air to enter the chamber. 

Of all means of heating, that by hot water is 
to be preferred. The air cannot be baked by it 
for the temperature can never be raised above 
213 deg. Fahrenheit. It parts with its heat 
less rapidiy than does steam. These facts 
render it far more pleasant to Dear than the 
heat from steam. In general it may be said 
that either steam or hot water should be 
adopted for the heating of our houses in win- 
ter. By either of these a -uniform tempera- 
ture can be obtained, and that is a highly de- 
sirable matter to accomplieh. It is almost in- 
variably the case that rooms are 
overheated and balls and passages 
left cold. Persons therefore 
from an atmosphere of 80 or do degrees to one 
not far from the freezing point. In this way 
colds are 2 contracted. The tempera- 
ture of the house in winter should never ex- 
ceed 65 degrees, and this should exist through- 
out its whole extent, so that there will be no 
necessity for o oors, and hence the air 
will be allowed toc late freely throughout 
the whole building. Ocrtainly many cases of 
pneumonia, to say nothing of severe colds 
and rheumatism, are caused by the houses 
that we inhabit being heated to too

“LITTLE OLD STATISTICS.” 


Untimely Death of a Curious Character 
Whom All Telegraphers Knew. 


Sepecial Correspondence of SUNDAY PosT- DISPATCH. 

NEw YORK, November 1.—Willis J. Cook, 
one of the best-known telegraph operators in 
the profession, diedon Wednesday last from 
the effects of Chagresand other fevers con- 
tracted during a residence of five years on the 
deadly Panamalsthmus. Cook was me of the 
quaintest and most interesting of odd charac- 
ters. He was immortalized by Walter P. 


Phillips in his work entitled Oakum Pick- 
ings,’’ under the sobriquet of Little Old Sta- 
tisties.’’ He gained this title by his remark- 
able faculty for retaining to the most minute 
detail almost every work that has been pub- 
lished of foreign lands, foreign and ancient 
history and scientific works of all kinds. 

Cook was born in Mansfield, O., thirty-seven 
years ago. His father was a prominent phy- 
sician in that vicinity, and young Oook, like 
all famous operators, developed an aptitude 
for the telegraph business at 4 very early ago. 
The first work he did as an operator was in 
Sandusky, O. He quickly developed into one 
of the finest telegraphers the business has ever 
known. He worked in Chicago, Cincinnat! 
and St. Louis for several years and then began 
a series of travels and spent two years among 
the Mormons at Salt Lake Oity. @ was one 
of the few Gentiles who could count prominent 
Mormons among his friends, and John Bar 
rett, at one time Sheriff of Ogden, tried to in- 
duce him to join the church. 

He then drifted to Virginia City, Nev., and 
in its palmy Comstock days he amassed a con- 
siderable fortune, butitslipped through his 
fingers. He then visited San Francisco, Sac- 
ramento, Los Angeles and Portland. From 
there he went to Texas and followed the line 
of the Houston & Texas Central and other rail- 
roads then building. Cook had a wonderful 
knack of making friends with Western gam- 
blers of note and bad men generally. 
tin he and Ben Thompson, 
flercest and oleverest gun“ 
in Texas, became fast friends. 
looked upon as Thompson’s protege, 
and not a tough or fighter would have 
harmed a hair in his head for fear of Thomp- 
son’s wrath. He was with Thompson when 
the latter killed two men. But although Oook 
was fascinated with the companionship of 
these men, he was the soul of honor and never 

ambied a dollar in his life. He was with 

eorge Hill, a noted gambler, in Salt Lake 
hf when the Mormons were trying to kill 
Hill and the latter held them at bay.

The St. Louis Shots Who Find Pieasure in 
Hunting These Birds—Local Owners of 
Fine Dogs—The Neighborhoods in Which 
Bob White Loves to Linger—Guns and 
Cartridges to Be Used. . 


Written for the SUNDAY PoOSsT-DISPATCH. ] 
ONE of our game birds 
probably is more famu - 
iar ta the general reader 
than the quail (Ortyx 
Virginianus), our own 
merry Bob White. In 
addition there are four 
other species of quail 
embraced within the 
limits of the United 
States as follows: The 
mountain quail of Cali- 


fornia (Orertyx Pictus), 
sometimes found at an 
elevation of 8,000 feet; 


valley quail (Laphortyx Californica), the 
Arizona quail (Laphortyx Gambeli), and the 
blue quail (Calli pepla squamata). Of them 
all, however, Bob White offers the best sport, 
as he lies well tothe dogs either im covey or 
singly. and his bullet-like flight tests the 
nerve and skill of the sporteman. This quail 
makes a simple nest on the ground 
in some sheltered nook and lays from 
twenty to twenty-five eggs very much 
in shape like a hen’s egg. The female 
sits three weeks and unless disturbed 
generaily hatches all of them. De- 
ing the toils and cares of incubation the 
male bird frequently sits near whistling soft 
notes of encouragement to his mate. As soon 
as the young are out of the shell they com- 
menee running about, and they readily follow 
the parent bird. They are comical looking 
chaps, no longer thau your thumb. At the 
first note of alarm from Mrs. Bob White they 
instantly disappear in the bunches of grass, 
under a leaf or dit ot bark. The writer has 
watched them get out of sight in the twinkling 
of an eye almost. Many instances are cited of 
the domestication of this interesting bird. 
One very severe winter some years since a 
covey of seven quail were driven by hunger to 
the barn owned by a friend of mine, and final- 
ly became so tame asto feed with the domes- 
tic fowls; they remained ail winter, and were 


the source of much amusement and enter- 
tainment. They departed inthe spring, and 
no doubt with thankful little hearts at the 
good entertainment. 

Now the season is at its prime for quail 
shooting in this and more northern localities. 
In the Carolinas and further south the shoot- 
ing of this bird does not commence until the 
latter part of November, as the frost, if any at 
all, does not come until then, to cut the 
weeds. 

All through the South appears to be the 
true home of the quail, for there the winters 
are mild ana food plentiful the 

ear around. It is only an exceed- 
ngly dry summer there that will kill 
many ofthem. The writer has enjoyed quail- 
shooting to perfection in South Carolina, 
working two dogs. It is a beautiful sight to 
see one d road and point a covey and his 
mate indorse him by backing him stanchly; 
in fact, half the sport lies in 8 and see- 
ing the dogs work. A dozen birds killed over

good working dogs, well retrieved and hand- 
somely delivered to hand, are worth a hun- 
dred potted and procured dy the fair or foul 
man’s methods. In point of fact, there is but 
one way of rn taking — or any 
other game bird, and that is over dogs points 
and every bird killed on the wins. 

There is no more healthful sport than quail- 
shooting. Takea bright Octoberor Novem- 
ber morning, when the white frost lies thick; 
start afleid with one or two well-trained set- 
ters or pointers. The fine, intelligent ani- 
mals are cast off in likely-looking cover and 
quartering their ground; with head high in 
air, working to hand and voice, suddenly one 
of them stops dead; then draws on cautiously, 
slower, slower. Steady, boy. Then, as if 
carved in marble, he stands, his point estab- 
lished. Should the other Gog see his com- 
1 thus, he will instantly stop. hen 

raw onto within a few yards and back him; 
though he may not have the scent, he is 
simply indorsing his mate. Now comes the 
moment for the shot. The sportsman ad- 
vances, and if he is an old-timer, keeps cool, 
flushes the covey, picks out his bird from the 
outside of the winging covey and generally 
kilis it.

The favorite feeding ground of the quall is 
on the wheat stubble and among the rag weed.

In the 
middle of the day they run along by the fences 
and at the edges of the fields, keeping near 
good cover. In rainy weather they seek 
cover and remain there until the sun comes 
out,or possessed of hunger they venture forth.
